STUDENTS' COUNCIL REVISION 



The report of the proceedings of the Studvnts' Council 
Constitution Revision Committee, published in Saturday's 
issue, i.s well worthy of attention. This Committee was ap- 
pointed two months ago to inquire into several proposed 
changes, l,oth in the constitution and the membership of 
the Students' Council. The reason for the necessity of such 
a committee was the placing of the President id the Ath- 
letic Association 011 the Council hy n meeting of th' stu- 
dents in October last. 'Ibis move increased the membership 
of the Council from nine to ten, and displaced the propor- 
tioned representation of Athletics on that body as com- 
parée with the representation of the various undergraduate 
Societies. The Presidents of the Football, Hockey and Track 

Clubs already bad Beats ,11 the Council, alia the addition of 
the President of the Athletic Association gave Athletics 
four members out of ti n. Many proposais were made at the 
meeting referred to above, to rectify the representation and 
at the same time bring the Council hack to the original 
number of nine, it was bit by many than an Increase in the 
membership of the Council, however small that increase 
might be, would decrease its elliciency a- a working body, 
and at the same time establish a bad precedent for any fur- 
ther increase which any considerable body of students 
might desire. The proposition was therefore advanced that 
the President of the I nan should be deprived of lus seat 
on the Council, hut this met with the lost n nt objection that 
such a step would still further increase the disproportionate 
representation of Athletics. 

• » . . , 

The idea of putting the Editor of the Daily on the Council 
was also mooted. But it was said in reply to this that the 
Editor of the Daily w a s a nominee of the Council. That all 
the members of the Council were elected and that it would 
be contrary to th.- fundamental idea of the Council to h H ve 
any nominated members upon it. Another factor in the situ- 
ation was the position of the Minor Athletic Clubs. These 
had long felt that they were unrepresented in the Students' 
Council, and it was chiefly for this reason that the 1'reBident 
of the Athletic Association wus given a seat in the Council. 
It was clear, therefore, that any scheme of revision would 
have to include some representative of the minor Athletic 
Clubs. 

• » • • . 

The Revision Committee was appointed to de d wit h all 
of these conflicting views and to try to evolve some scheme 
which would, without increasing the number of the Council, 
preserve the proper proportion of Rb membership, and at 
the same time give the minor athletic clubs th'3 representa- 
tion which they badly need- 

• • • • » 

The Committee, besides containing three of the present 
Council men, also counts am. n : its members three distin- 
guish! d graduates - Mr. John Hackett, Mr. Gregor Barclay, 
and Mr. Guy Drilmmoiul— who were all members of the first 
Students' Council. With the advice and assistance of these 
gentlemen the recommendations of the Committee were 
drawn up in the form of three resolutions, as follows:— 

I. — 'I b it tb' Committee tentatively recommend that ath- 
letics 111 future be represented on the Students' Council by 
three imn, one to be President of the Athletic Association; 
that fur the two positions Other than that of President of 
the Athletic Association, only such nan as have n Idg "M" 
shall he eligible; and that nominations for all the offices bo 
posted (lie week hc'oiv the aforesaid General Meeting. 

II. — That this Committee is of lbs oplnicn h- 1 ti.e Presi- 
dent of the Union should he retained pn the Students' Coun- 
cil to assume full control of the I'n on. 

ill. ''h t this Committee views with disfavor the propos- 
al to 1 - 1 - 1 e on the Student:.' Council th'3 Editor of th" Daily, 
in view of the f-.r\ (h it (ha Ki.itor of the Daily is not elect- 
ed, as are all tb" present members of the Council, but is a 
nominee of and responsible to the Council.

Sumt' physical direc- 
tors are candidly confessing that 
there Is nut enough difference be- 
tween Seniors jiiid freshmen to war- 
rant the expense <if time and money 
now devoted to compulsory exerotse, 
and others are painfully concocting 
reasons on their professional exis- 
tence. 

"IVorsl of all, it has now been 
proved that the Swedish ami some 
ni!,.'!- systems of cnlisthenics have 
actually done great harin to child- 
ren. The exercise cranks have had 
their ila>, and we oursvlvee 
mi^iit as well admit that our 



expectations of grand results from 
the compulsory calisthenics h.-^r been 
cruelty shattered. 

"Perhaps we may Uarn something ] 
fi-oni the experiments at our n~u- 
culturnl stations, who now. seem un* 
anlmously of the opinion that proper 
development is primarily and almost! 
exclusively a matter of nitrogen nu- 
trition—an opinion based on many 
thousands of feeding experiments 
with all the domestic animals irre- 
spective of exercise. 

"i if course, there are hundreds of 
other factors which modlf) growth, 
but they are all of •'> secondary lm 
portance, and many of slight effect, 
for tin' young animal which is [Iber-j 
ally fed with protein develops splen- 
didly, often m spite of deplorably 
bad environment, 

"it seems, then, that we have been 
OU the wrong road entirely, and that 
if We will insist upon college hoys 
lieinK, fed with proper food we will 
find that their development wtli b6i 
as in the case of oiher mammals; hut 
in the absence of nitrogen the pres- 
ent exercise routine is so exhausting 
as to do mole harm than good. 

"The error as to the physical ex 
ercise follows from our age long ten- 
dency to reason incorrectly when the 
data are incomplete. The history of 
science is crowded with false theories 
which temporarily accounted for the 
known facts, but which were dis- 
proved by new discoveries. Then, 
again, we lire always confusing cause 
and effect by assuming that two ef- 
fects of a common unsuspected cause 
one is the result of the other. 

"We know that a sound mind is 
generally found in a sound body, but 
the innumerable installées in which 
the grandest minds were boused in 
frail or diseased bodies ami worth- 
less ones in perfect frames should 
have convinced us that one was not, 
the cause of the other, 

"Nevertheless we jump to the con- 
clusion that if we should oausc the 
legs to grow, the mind would im- 
prove. It is Just as Sensible to as- 
sume that if the min I is stuffed with 
knowledge the legs will thlcktn. Then 
we still further muddled the matter 
by assuming that if the tody was 
exercised it would grow without ira 
tcrials to glow with. 

"The newest error [S to divide stu- 
dents into classes according as to 
whether ,,r not they had attained 
growth before entering college, and 
(o assume that the growth of the 
growing class is due to exercise. 

"Dr. Frank Horn, medical examiner 
of the Yale rymnasium, has pu' li • 
ed statistics proving that the stu- 
dents who are far enbu, h develo] I 
on entrance to take pari in the ma 
jor athlttics show little furfur de- 



velopment in spite of the sports. 

"'Ihe others merely continue to 
crow, ami there is no basis for the 
intimation that the college or its 
studies oi physical train ng b,,s any- 
thing to dp with this normal course 
of nature. 

"The causes of vigor and siïe are 
much more fundamental than our 
physical* directors believe. It is an 
undoubted truth that a hi^ pbysi iua 

cannot he developed In a rare of pig- 
mies, no matter bow much we feed 

tham, and our expérimentera do 
not expect to maki sheep grow as 
big a s cows. Heredity has Something 
to say. 

"Likewise we have u World of proof 
that mental alulitiis are very large- 
ly inherited and, though starvation 
and disease will prevent a brain's do- 
ing its best, food and health permit 
it to do its best and more. 

"Health, then, is the object of all 
youthful exercise, and the young 
mammal instinctively plays to "try 
out" its developing tissues, but not 
to make them grow, as growth will 
take place with little exercise. 

"Sports are even more essential 
for children, for we must introduce 
'mental 'trying out.' Young mm in 
stiiutivily take up games where Judg- 
ment and keen, ijyick perception are 
factor.-., but they only use what na- 
ture gave them."

The tremendous growth of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto in recent years, 
and the fact that in spite of the 
large increase in the accommodation 
and expenditure the needs .if the Uni- 
versity were still many, were the 
feature of the annual report of the 
Board of Governors of the Univer- 
sity, which was issued yesterday. 

The total registration i.i the past 
year, President Falconer saya in b's 
report, was 4,112 students, as com- 
pared with 1,621 t mi years ago. The 
expenditure has grown in th-' same 
time fr $23.{,2>r> to $777.809. Not- 
withstanding the large number of 
buildings erected, President Kale n r 
said they still needed an exten- 
sion lu the main building, and mure 
room for t'ie departments of ana 
tinny, botany, forestry, education 

un I applied si l u. ce. 

It was i ninted out that the Uni- 
versity of Toronto was endeavoring 
in do a larger amount of wort on .1 
su. aller Income than any other sim 
liar instil iitimi ,11 the continent. The 
cost nf maintenance per student was 
much less in the Univers tv of Ti r- 
onto than in any of the other lar. e 
universities in tho United States, le- 
In : $180 lier >r ir. 

Although the standard ,,f intr.iuee 
to the University had been raised, 
the pass classes in Ihe first year 
were still l()» unwieldy fur ellici 'ill 



work, and the President favored the' 

creation of a new junior matricula- 
tion examination equivalent to that 
Of the pass work of the first year. 
It would then be possible to intro- 
duce the present pass work of the 
second year into the first year, and 
the last three years would be devot- 
ed more exclusively to the bun ir sub- 
jects, and the standard would be 
raised. 

Dr. Falconer also suggested the 
creation of a department of fine 
arts with the completion of the new 
museum. 

To the University library there 
were added during the past yea! 0,- 
',U2 volumes, and 5,503 pamphlets, 
and the library now contains 111,- 
001 bound volumes, and .'i4,72il pam- 
phlets. 

Dr. c. K. Clark, Dean of the Facul- 
ty Of Medicine, expressed the llOPC 

that the Ontario Medical Council 
would revise it s course .-o that medi- 
cal students would not be so h.ir.iss- 
id by the multitude of unnecessary 
examinations. The idea that the Uni- 
versity wisli'jd the abolition of the 
Council had no foundation, as all 
recognized the n-ed fora Council of 
some description.— Globe.
